Recent visitors on the grounds and at performances at the Cape Playhouse have 
been Mr. J. J. Shubert, head of the chain of theatres bearing his name; Robert Gar- 
land, drama critic of the New York World Telegram; Bosley Crowther, drama editor 
of the New York Times; Lester J. Mayer, manager of the Empire Theatre in New 
York; Philip Barry, the playwright, and Jed Harris, the producer.

NEW ATTRACTION ON CAPE PLAY- 
HOUSE GROUNDS 





A Cape Playhouse feature that has 
perhaps attracted more favorable atten- 
tion and comment than any addition to 
the grounds since the erection of the 
Cinema, was Mr. Moore’s importation 
last week of 126 parakeets, more com- 
monly known as love birds. Sixty of the 
birds—the green and yellow ones—came 
from Maryland and are said to be inured 
to cold weather. More fragile, even if 
more beautiful, are the blue parakeets, 
52 of them, which Mr. Moore had ship- 
ped here from Florida. Three shades of 
blue are represented among the latter. 
Then there are 14 masked parakeets, 
identified by their jet black heads. They, 
too, come from Florida. The birds are 
in a specially constructed cage located 
in the gardens to the right of the Cinema.

STEWART BAIRD TO INAUGURATE CAPE CINEMA 
CONCERT SERIES 


Stewart Baird, whose four New York recitals each year have become social and 
artistic events of the Autumn and Winter season, will inaugurate the concert series 
at the Cape Cinema next Wednesday evening at 8:30. (July 29). . 


In anticipation of a recital by Mr. Baird one can be confident of a delightful even- 
ing, and certain that the baritone-diseur will invest his songs and interpretations with 
the distinction, charm and humor that is possible one to the artist who is in com- 
plete command of his resources. 


Bostonian by birth, developed his dramatic ability. He later be- 
came soloist with the Harvard Glee Club and toured for four sea- 
sons with that organization. After leaving college he became 
identified with The Amateurs of Boston, a group similar to the 
Comedy Club of New York. Winthrop Ames observed his work, 
placed him under contract, and for that producer Mr. Baird ap- 
peared in numerous successes. Next he was under the manage- 
ments of first Henry W. Savage and then H. H. Frazee, appear- 
ing in operettas for both of those producers. Then he was lead- 
ing man for Julia Sanderson and after that played opposite Fay 
Bainter in “The Kiss Burglar.” A long term contract with the 
Shuberts followed and he appeared in half a dozen of their musi- 
cal hits. His last stage engagement was with Otis Skinner in 
“Sancho Panza.”’ 


During recent years Mr. Baird has devoted most of his time 
STEWART BAIRD to his own recitals, creating and developing an entirely new kind 


of program and performance. His “Somewhat Different Musical Hvenings”—the pro- 
gram that he will render at the Cape Cinema next Wednesday—is certain to be one 
of the outstanding events of the forthcoming concert series. 


It is still possible to subscribe for the entire course of six entertainments, includ- 
ing Jose Iturbi, Cornelia Otis Skinner, Walter Hampden, Albert Spalding and Ted 
Shawn and his ensemble of male dancers. <A folder giving full details about the vari- 
ous programs, the dates and prices, may be had upon application at the box office. 
It is suggested—if you are interested in subscribing for the series or for individual 
concerts—that you make your reservations this week. The Cape Cinema has only 316 
seats, and indications are that the majority—if not all—of the concerts will be com- 
pletely sold out in advance.
